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GREETINGS. 

From  the  First  Presidency  of  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints. 
To  Our  Brethren  and  Sisters  and  Friends   Throughout   the   World: 


PRESIDENT  HEBER  J.  GRANT. 

More  than  one  hundred  years  ago — 
before  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of 
Latter-day  Saints  was  organized — the  fol- 
lowing message  was  addressed  to  the 
world : 

A  great  and  marvellous  work  is  about 
to  come  forth  unto  the  children  of  men. 

Behold,  I  am  God;  give  heed  unto  my 
word,  which  is  quick  and  powerful. 

Shortly  after  this,  the  Lord  again  said : 

Hearken  ye  people  from  afar ;  and  ye 
that  are  upon  the  islands  of  the  sea, 
listen  together. 

For  verily  the  voice  of  the  Lord  is  unto 
all  men,  and  there  is  none  to  escape ;  and 
there  is  no  eye  that  shall  not  see,  neither 
ear  that  shall  not  hear,  neither  heart  that 
shall  not  be  penetrated. 


And  the  voice  of  warning  shall  be  unto 
all  people,  by  the  mouths  of  My  disciples, 
whom  I  have  chosen  in  these  last  days. 

And  they  shall  go  forth  and  none  shall 
stay  them,  for  I  the  Lord  have  commanded 
them. 

One  thousand  eight  hundred  twenty- 
nine  years  before  that  time  the  greatest 
epochal  event  in  the  history  of  the  world 
had  occurred.  Christ  our  Lord,  the  Son 
of  God,  had  been  born  at  Bethlehem  of 
Judea,  His  birth  heralded  by  the  angel 
of  the  Lord,  and  heavenly  hosts,  who  de- 
clared the  new-born  Babe  to  be  Christ 
the  Lord,  the  Redeemer  of  the  world. 

Of  the  infancy,  the  sojourn  in  Egypt 
and  ministry  of  Jesus  we  have  but  brief 
account.  The  message  of  peace  and  good 
will  which  He  brought  to  the  House  of 
Israel  was  rejected  by  His  own  people. 
He  suffered  persecution,  and  was  finally 
crucified  because  the  new  truths  which 
He  revealed  were  in  conflict  with  the  old 
law  by  which  Israel,  from  the  time  of  their 
deliverance  from  the  Egyptian  captivity, 
under  the  leadership  of  the  prophet 
Moses,    had    been    governed. 

He  arose  from  the  tomb,  the  First- 
fruits  of  the  resurrection,  thus  making 
possible  the  redemption  of  the  human 
family  from  the  penalty  of  death  which 
had  been  pronounced  upon  them. 

During  His  ministry  He  plainly  indi- 
cated to  His  disciples  that  His  mortal 
mission  was  to  be  of  short  duration,  but 
He  promised  that  at  a  later  date  He 
would  come  again  in  His  glory,  accom- 
panied by  holy  angels,  to  sit  upon  the 
throne  of  His  power  and  to  judge  the 
world. 
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Asked  by  His  disciples  when  the  time 
of  His  glorious  appearance  would  be,  and 
for  a  sign  by  which  they  might  identify 
it,  He  said: 

Take  heed  that  no  man  deceive  you. 

For  many  shall  come  in  my  name,  say- 
ing, I  am  Christ;  and  shall  deceive  many. 

And  ye  shall  hear  of  wars  and  rumours 
of  wars.     .     .     . 

For  nation  shall  rise  against  nation, 
and  kingdom  against  kingdom ;  and  there 
shall  be  famines,  and  pestilences,  and 
earthquakes,  in  divers  places 
and  ye  shall  be  hated  of  all  nations  for 
my  name's  sake.     .     .     . 

And  because  iniquity  shall  abound,  the 
love  of  many  shall  wax  cold.     .     .     . 

And  this  Gospel  of  the  kingdom  shall 
be  preached  in  all  the  world  for  a  witness 
unto  all  nations;  and  then  shall  the  end 
come.     .     .     . 

Verily  I  say  unto  you,  This  generation 
shall  not  pass,  till  all  these  things  be 
fulfilled.     .     .     . 

But  of  that  day  and  hour  knoweth  no 
man,  no,  not  the  angels  of  heaven,  but 
my  Father  only. 

With  the  passing  of  the  present  Christ- 
mas-tide a  century  will  have  elapsed 
since  the  opening  of  the  present  Gospel 
dispensation,  and  the  organization  of  the 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day 
Saints.  We  are  an  hundred  years  nearer 
the  time  of  the  advent  of  the  Redeemer 
of  the  world. 

In  humility  disciples  have  carried  the 
message  of  the  restored  Gospel  to  the 
people  of  the  world.  It  has  been  preach- 
ed in  every  civilized  nation,  and  testimony 
borne  that  the  Lord  has  again  manifested 
Himself  to  His  children  who  are  here 
upon  earth,  has  restored  the  everlasting 
Priesthood,  and  caused  the  Church  of 
Christ  to  be  re-established. 

Thousands  of  honest-hearted  people 
have  accepted  the  testimony  of  these 
humble  messengers  and  been  made  par- 
takers of  the  blessings  and  joy  which  the 
Gospel  brings.  Truly,  from  an  obscure 
and  modest  beginning,  a  marvellous  work 
and  wonder  has  been  accomplished. 

During    this    period    the    voice    of   the 


Lord,  by  His  Spirit,  has  been  constantly 
speaking  to  the  pure-in-heart ;  while  the 
voice  of  thunderings  and  lightnings,  of 
earthquakes,  tempests,  the  sea  heaving 
beyond  its  bounds,  and  the  constant  re- 
currence of  war,  warn  the  people  of  the 
world  that  the  day  of  the  coming  of  the 
Lord  is  nigh. 

By  the  voice  of  the  Lord,  spoken 
through  His  servants,  and  by  signs  and 
wonders  which  are  constantly  manifested, 
He  is  calling  His  children  to  repentance. 
He  pleads  with  them  to  forsake  sin  and 
return  to  His  service,  that  they  may  be 
delivered  from  the  tragic  judgment  which 
their  own  wicked  acts  will  bring  upon 
them. 

To  the  Latter-day  Saints  everywhere 
we  send  our  greeting,  and  blessing,  and 
our  humble  prayer  that  the  Spirit  of  the 
Lord  may  be  increased  upon  you,  that 
you  may  have  strength  to  resist  the 
temptations  of  the  world.  Put  your  houses 
in  order,  honour  the  laws  of  God,  and 
obey  and  uphold  the  civil  laws  of  the 
country  in  which  you  reside.  Keep  your 
lamps  trimmed  and  burning,  that  when 
the  cry  shall  go  forth :  "  Behold,  the 
bridegroom  cometh,"  as  He  will  come,  we 
may  all  be  prepared  to  meet  Him. 

To  the  people  of  the  world  we  say :  All 
hail !  We  greet  you  as  brothers.  We 
exhort  you  to  come  unto  Christ  and  be 
made  perfect  through  Him.  Let  us  unite 
in  a  universal  determination  to  establish 
peace  on  earth,  and  good  will  and  brother- 
hood among  men;  that  the  words  of  the 
angel  who  declared  the  birth  of  the  Lord 
upon  the  hills  of  Judea  one  thousand  nine 
hundred  thirty  years  ago  may  become  an 
accomplished  fact,  and  peace  on  earth  and 
good  will  to  men  be  firmly  established. 
God  speed  the  day  when  the  nations  of 
the  world  shall  "beat  their  swords  into 
plowshares,  and  their  spears  into  pruning 
hooks  " ;  when  "  nation  shall  not  lift  up 
sword  against  nation,  neither  shall  they 
learn  war  any  more." 

Even  so  come  quickly  Lord  Jesus.

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GOD    IS!

Positive  yet  Tolerant. 

I  come  not  in  the  spirit  of  wordy  de- 
bate, nor  with  any  intention  of  attacking 
or  assailing  your  church,  creed  or  per- 
sonal belief  in  religious  matters.  What 
could  be  the  outcome  of  heated  contro- 
versy over  themes  as  sacred  as  those  that 
are  to  engage  our  attention,  other  than 
to  stir  up  ill-will  between  us,  developing 
perhaps  into  hateful  contention?  Too 
many  are  prone  to  strive  for  triumph 
rather  than  for  truth;  but,  be  it  remem- 
bered, contention  in  such  matters  is  not 
of  God.  An  outstanding  feature  of  the 
Church  I  represent  is  the  positive  charac- 
ter of  its  teachings;  yet  this  is  mingled 
with  tolerance  for  the  personal  beliefs  of 
others.  This  condition  the  Church  sets 
forth  in  one  of  its  Articles  of  Faith  as 
follows : 

"  We  claim  the  privilege  of  worship- 
ing Almighty  God  according  to  the 
dictates  of  our  own  conscience,  and  allow 
all  men  the  same  privilege,  let  them  wor- 
ship how,  where,  or  what  they  may." 

If  my  Church  cannot  survive,  as  to 
principles  and  doctrines,  except  on  the 
spoils  of  war  waged  on  other  churches,  it 
ought  to  die !  If  its  houses  of  worship 
are  built  of  brick  and  stone,  iron,  glass 
and  wood,  obtained  by  demolishing  other 
church  edifices,  those  houses  of  ours,  be 
they  chapels,  tabernacles,  or  temples, 
ought  to  fall  in  ignominious  ruin. 

This  is  a  "  church  militant,"  only  in 
the  sense  of  its  aggressive,  earnest  and 
love-inspired  propaganda,  to  bring  to  the 
ears  of  all  who  will  hear,  to  the  eyes  of 
all  who  will  read,  to  the  hearts  of  all  who 
will  understand  the  glorious  tidings  of 
the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  restored  to 
earth  in  these,  truly  the  last  days,  in 
accordance  with  the  predictions  of  ancient 
prophets.       It  is  in  battle   array  solely 


against  sin,  deception  and  ill-conceived 
theories  of  men  falsely  represented  as 
the  doctrines  of  Christ.  If  such  defence 
of  the  Word  of  God  be  construed  as  a 
species  of  warfare,  then  let  it  be  known 
that  our  only  weapon,  aside  from  the 
absolute  Word  of  God  itself,  are  those 
of  invitation,  persuasion  and  benevolent 
desire  to  enshrine  truth  in  the  hearts 
of  mankind  and  thereby  expel  error. 

Religion  and  Worship. 

Religion  as  the  term  is  currently  used 
implies  a  belief  in  the  existence  of  God 
and  in  His  directing  power  with  respect 
to  the  human  family.  Consider  this 
definition,  as  it  appears  in  one  of  our 
most  commonly  cited  dictionaries — the 
Standard — 

"  Religion :  A  belief  in  an  invisible 
superhuman  power  (or  powers),  conceived 
of  after  the  analogy  of  the  human  spirit, 
on  which  (or  whom)  man  regards  himself 
as  dependent,  and  to  which  (or  whom) 
he  thinks  himself  in  some  degree  respon- 
sible, together  with  the  feelings  and 
practices  which  naturally  flow  from  such 
a  belief.  Traces  of  religion  in  this  its 
most  primitive  form  are  universal,  both 
in  time  and  ethnologically,  as  far  as  we 
have  trustworthy  knowledge  of  human 
nature.  In  the  greater  world-religions, 
and  especially  in  Christianity,  religion 
has  developed  into  faith  in  One  Perfect 
Ethical  Spirit  as  the  Ground  and  Law- 
giver of  the  universe  and  the  Father  and 
Redeemer  of  mankind." 

It  is  obviously  inconsistent  to  avow,  or 
even  to  admit  or  concede,  the  existence 
of  any  such  Supreme  Being  as  is  alter- 
natively presented  in  the  foregoing 
definition  and  then  fail  to  acknowledge 
allegiance,  with  its  inseparable  duties  and 
obligations,  to  that  Supreme  Being.  But 
to  render  intelligently  any  sort  of  alle- 
giance to  a  Supreme  Being — in  short  to 
worship  Him — necessitates  our  knowing 
something  about  Him.  Without  a  rational 
conception  of  His  worthiness  none  of  us 
could  worship  Him  except  as  in  matter 
of  form ;  and  it  is  interesting  in  this  con- 
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nection  to  note  that  the  very  words 
-worship  and  ivorthyship  are  of  common 
origin. 

As  to  the  position  of  the  Church  of 
Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints  con- 
cerning the  existence  of  God,  consider 
this,  the  first  of  its  formulated  Articles 
of  Faith: 

"  We  believe  in  God,  the  Eternal  Father, 
and  in  His  Son,  Jesus  Christ,  and  in  the 
Holy  Ghost." 

As  to  the  unity  of  these  three  Person- 
ages, their  separate  and  distinct  individu- 
ality, we.  shall  give  consideration  later; 
for  the  present  we  shall  speak  of  the  Holy 
Trinity,  or  the  Godhead,  as  God,  segre- 
gating the  members  of  that  supreme 
council  only  as  may  be  necessary  to  clarity. 

General  Belief  in  Deity. 

To  such  an  audience  as  I  have  now  the 
pleasure  of  addressing  it  may  seem  super- 
fluous, in  part  at  least,  to  present  fact  or 
argument  in  support  of  belief  in  the 
existence  of  God.  Nevertheless,  our  faith 
may  be  strengthened  by  reviewing  what  we 
already  know.  There  is  practically  a  uni- 
versal assent,  consent  or  acceptance  of 
belief  in  the  actuality  of  God's  existence 
amongst  all  mankind.  True,  the  concep- 
tion of  what  kind  of  being  God  is  varies 
with  tribes  and  nations,  with  races  and 
peoples,  and  even  among  sects  and  denom- 
inations who  lay  common  claim  to  the 
title  "  Christian."  The  intuition  that 
there  is  a  Something  or  a  Somebody  apart 
from  and  superior  to  the  material  system 
we  call  Nature,  is  inherent  in  the  human 
soul,  primitive  or  advanced,  savage,  bar- 
barous or  civilized.  This  is  part  of  man's 
birthright,  which  he  brought  with  him 
from  his  pre-existent  or  unembodied  state 
into  his  mortal  condition  of  combined 
spirit  and  body. 

Man  cannot  think,  feel  or  know  that 
there  is  a  God  and  yet  be  devoid  of  the 
impulse,  the  urge,  the  inborn  necessity 
indeed,  of  worshipping  that  God  by  word 
and  act.  "Let  me  repeat  my  own  words 
written  elsewhere : 

"  The   universal  assent  of  mankind  to 


the  existence  of  God  is  at  least  strongly 
corroborative.  There  is  a  filial  passion 
within  human  nature  that  flames  toward 
heaven.  Every  nation,  every  tribe,  every 
individual,  yearns  for  some  object  of 
reverence.  It  is  natural  for  man  to  wor- 
ship; his  soul  is  unsatisfied  until  he  finds 
a  deity.  When  men  through  transgression 
fell  into  darkness  concerning  the  True 
and  Living  God,  they  established  for 
themselves  other  deities,  and  so  arose  the 
abominations  of  idolatry.  And  yet,  even 
the  most  revolting  of  these  practices  tes- 
tify to  the  existence  of  a  God  by  demon- 
strating man's  hereditary  passion  for 
worship." — Articles  of  Faith,  page  29. 

Evidence  in  possession  of  mankind 
to-day  supporting  and  demonstrating  the 
fact  of  God's  existence  may  be  conveni- 
ently segregated  or  classified  as  follows: 

1.  The  evidence  of  tradition  and  his- 
tory. 

2.  The  evidence  of  human  reason. 

3.  The  conclusive  evidence  of  direct 
revelation  from  God  to  man. 

These  three  lines  of  evidence  come 
together  at  many  points  and  give  support 
to  one  another's  significance;  yet  each 
can  be  followed  even  when  the  others 
run  parallel.  Thus,  in  ancient  Genesis 
God  is  proclaimed  as  the  Creator,  and 
therein  also  we  have  record  of  the  per- 
sonal revelation  or  manifestation  of  God 
through  the  patriarch  of  the  race  and  to 
many  righteous  men  in  later  time.  This, 
a  matter  of  recorded  history,  is  the 
foundation  of  many  traditions  that  have 
been  handed  down  from  generation  to 
generation,  even  among  those  tribes  and 
peoples  to  whom  the  sacred  writings  were 
but  lost  records.  The  evidences  furnished 
by  history  and  tradition  therefore  merge 
with  those  which  stand  as  demonstrations 
of  fact  in  the  specific  and  personal  re- 
veal ments  of  God  to  prophets,  seers  and 
revelators  in  different  ages  of  human 
history,  from  Adam  to  the  very  days  in 
which  we  live. 

Human  reason  finds  itself  not  only  at 
fault  in  small  degree,  but  utterly  impo- 
tent   to    explain    the    existing    order    of 
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Nature  without  acknowledging  as  a  self- 
evident  truth,  or  at  least  postulating,  the 
existence  and  operation  of  a  supreme 
governing  power — call  it  by  any  name 
one  may. 

Theism  Natural  and  Necessary. 

There  is  extant  a  very  general  miscon- 
ception that  men  of  advanced  thought, 
master-minds  if  you  like,  specifically  men 
of  science,  reject  the  conception  of  an 
eternally  existing  God  having  direct  and 
intimate  relations  with  the  race  of  men. 
To  the  contrary,  a  man  who  is  really  im- 
bued with  the  true  scientific  spirit  recog- 
nizes the  existence  of  a  Supreme  Being 
and  at  heart  is  a  worshipper.  In  that 
distinguished  class  are  many  honest- 
minded  men  who  realize  that  a  conception 
of  God  is  essential  to  the  normal  advance- 
ment of  man,  and  that  religion  in  some 
form  or  other  is  sought  by  all  men.  I 
cite  an  instance.  The  late  Joseph  Le 
Conte,  for  long  time  Professor  of  Geology 
and  Natural  History  in  the  University  of 
California,  a  scientific  man  of  enduring 
fame,  in  his  work  entitled  Religion  and 
Science  thus  speaks  of  Theism,  which 
may  be  said  in  simple  words  to  nean  an 
actual  belief  in  an  actual  God: 

"  Theism  or  a  belief  in  God  or  in  gods, 
or  in  a  supernatural  agency  of  some  kind 
controlling  the  phenomena  around  as,  is 
the  fundamental  basis  and  condition  of 
all  religion,  and  is  therefore  universal, 
necessary,  and  intuitive.  I  will  lot, 
therefore,  attempt  to  bring  forward  any 
proof  of  that  which  lies  back  of  all  proof, 
and  is  already  more  certain  than  anything 
can  be  made  by  any  process  of  reasoning. 
The  ground  of  this  belief  lies  in  the  very 
nature  of  man;  it  is  the  very  foundation 
and  ground-work  of  reason.  It  is  this 
and  this  only  which  gives  significance  to 
Nature.  *  *  *  Thus  Theism  is 
necessary,  intuitive,  and  therefore  univer- 
sal. We  cannot  get  rid  of  it  if  we  would. 
Push  it  out,  as  many  do,  at  the  front 
door,  and  it  comes  in  again,  perhaps  un- 
recognized, at  the  back  door.  Turn  it 
out  in  its  nobler  forms  as  revealed  in 
Scripture,  and  it  comes  in  again  in  its 


ignoble  forms,  it  may  be  as  magnetism, 
electricity,  or  gravity,  or  some  other  sup- 
posed efficient  agent  controlling  Nature. 
In  some  form,  noble  or  ignoble,  it  will 
become  a  guest  in  the  human  heart.  I 
therefore  repeat,  Theism  neither  requires 
nor  admits  of  proof.  But  in  these  latter 
times,  there  is  a  strong  tendency  for 
Theism  to  take  the  form  of  Pantheism, 
and  thereby  religious  belief  is  robbed  of 
all  its  power  over  the  human  heart.  *  *  * 
The  argument  for  the  personality  of  Deity 
is  derived  from  the  evidence  of  intelligent 
contrivance  and  design  in  Nature,  or  in 
the  adjustment  of  parts  for  a  definite  and 
an  intelligent  purpose.  It  is  usually  called 
the  argument  from  design.  The  force  of 
this  argument  is  felt  at  once  intuitively 
by  all  minds,  and  its  effect  is  irresistible 
and  overwhelming  to  every  plain,  honest 
mind,  unplagued  by  metaphysical  subtle- 
ties." 

I  know  that  it  has  become  quite  the 
rule  with  many  to  denounce  science  and 
its  votaries  as  ungodly  and  even  godless. 
Nothing  could  be  farther  from  the  truth, 
though  there  be  many  who  accept  the 
secondary  causes  through  which  God 
works  as  being  God  or  Deity  Himself. 
Pantheism  proclaims  that  all  that  is  is 
God.  That  is  mistaking  the  statue  for 
the  sculptor,  the  painted  canvas  for  the 
artist,  the  completed  temple  for  the  archi- 
tect, the  mountain  and  the  sea  for  Him 
Who  made  them. 

Atheism  and  the  Atheist. 

Notwithstanding  the  very  general  ac- 
ceptance of  some  form  of  Theism  by  man- 
kind in  general,  disbelief  is  professed  by 
a  small  minority  who  advocate  what  they 
call  Atheism,  and  who  call  themselves 
atheists.  An  atheist  is  one  who  positively 
denies,  or  declares  disbelief  in,  the  exist- 
ence of  any  Supreme  Being  or  superna- 
tural power  in  control  of  the  universe. 

I  am  suspicious  of  the  man  who  avows 
himself  an  atheist.  It  is  not  for  me  to 
challenge  or  denounce  his  assumed  sincer- 
ity, but  I  confess  myself  unable  to  follow 
his  reasoning,  and  therefore  cannot  agree 
with  his  conclusions.     In  all  frankness, 
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1  doubt  the  existence  of  an  actual  atheist. 
I  have  searched  for  him  far  and  wide. 
May  I  say,  without  disrespect,  that  I  have 
hunted  him  in  his  own  jungles,  and  have 
occasionally  bagged  a  promising  specimen, 
which  on  examination  turned  out  to  be 
no  atheist  at  all,  but  merely  a  being  who 
refuses  to  acknowledge,  or  believe  in,  the 
orthodox  God  of  his  fellows,  yet  in  whose 
heart  there  is  fear  if  not  assurance  of 
a  Supreme  Eternal  Entity,  whose  creature 
he  is. 

Please  indulge  me  as  I  speak  of  a  par- 
ticular example,  in  doing  which  I  do  not 
forget  that  a  specific  instance  may  not 
prove  or  disprove  a  general  condition,  rule 
or  law.  But  the  story  I  wish  to  tell  is 
illustrative  to  an  extent  beyond  itself. 

A  class-mate  of  mine  in  college  boasted 
himself  an  atheist.  Not  content  with 
persistent  and  to  others  annoying  declara- 
tions of  his  unbelief,  he  tried  to  belittle 
his  fellows,  and  spoke  disparagingly  of 
the  restraint  and  bondage  under  which 
they  lived — all  in  fear  of  offending  their 
God.  He  took  delight  in  directing  his 
barbless  shafts  at  myself  because  I  had 
refused  to  join  him  in  sinful  orgies  and 
debauchery.  One  night,  at  a  little  party 
of  students,  he  was  more  voluble  and 
offensively  boisterous  than  usual.  I 
challenged  him  to  answer  definitely  two 
plain  questions.  All  the  fellows  present 
were  attentive;  perforce  he  assented. 
Addressing  him,  I  said:  "  Fledgley,  let 
us  assume  or  suppose  that  this  is  your  last 
night  on  earth,  and  mine.  Suppose  that 
when  we  leave  this  house,  you  and  I  are 
run  down  and  meet  instant  death.  Now 
tell  me,  frankly,  which  of  us  has  had  the 
better  part  in  life,  you  with  your  godless 
craze  for  pleasure,  or  I?"  He  answered 
promptly:  "You,"  he  said.  "I  admit 
that  your  belief  in  God,  and  your  efforts 
to  live  according  to  that  belief,  have 
brought  you  happiness  and  joy  which  ha  ve 
never  been  mine.  Now  for  your  next 
question." 

"  Assume,  again,  Fledgley,  that  you  and 
I  meet  death  together  to-night ;  and  then 
we  find  that  though  our  bodies  are  lifeless 


we  still  live,  find  that  there  is  a  God  who 
can  call  us  to  account,  and  that  the  life 
we  live  beyond  death  is  in  large  measure 
the  result  of  the  life  we  have  led  here." 
I  had  no  opportunity  of  completing  my 
remarks  with  the  intended  question — as 
to  the  worth  of  his  belief  in  the  realm 
of  the  living  dead — for  my  atheistical 
friend  paled  at  the  suggestion,  and, 
clapping  his  hand  upon  his  brow, 
exclaimed :  "  Oh,  my  God,  grant  that  it 
be  not  so  !  " 

What  of  the  atheist — calling  upon  God 
in  appealing  fervency?  And  what  of 
that  atheist's  impassioned  prayer — asking 
God  to  grant  that  there  be  no  God?  To 
my  ears,  in  comforting  and  assuring  tone, 
came  the  words  of  the  Psalmist :  "  The 
fool  hath  said  in  his  heart,  '  There  is  no 
God/  " 

Belief  in  God  Older  than  Atheism. 

Knowledge,  or  its  weaker  representa- 
tive, belief  in  the  sense  of  heartfelt 
assurance  or  faith,  as  to  the  existence  of 
God  is  as  old  as  the  race;  while  ignorance 
or  disbelief  is  of  later  origin.  It  is  a  not- 
able fact  that  the  earliest  Scriptures  were 
not  directed  against  atheism,  though  they 
contained  many  positive  and  forceful  in- 
terdictions against  idolatry.  As  late  as 
the  time  of  Israel's  exodus  from  Egypt  the 
divine  fiat  was  directed  against  idolatry 
rather  than  atheism :  "  Thou  shalt  have  no 
other  gods  before  me/'  yet  while  these 
words  were  being  engraved  on  the  tablet 
of  stone  many  of  the  people  were  defiling 
themselves  in  pagan  rites  before  the 
golden  calf  that  had  been  fashioned  after 
the  Egyptian  Apis. 

Israel  had  become  largely  idolatrous. 
Through  affiliations  with  the  heathen  they 
had  forfeited  and  therefore  lost  the  know- 
ledge possessed  by  their  fathers,  that  of 
the  True  and  Living  God.  And  so  has 
it  been  through  the  millenniums  past — 
whenever  individuals,  a  people,  a  nation 
have  lost  knowledge  or  faith  in  the  Living 
Eternal  God,  they  have  turned  to  gods  of 
their  own  contriving — images  of  metal, 
wood  or  stone,  which  they  came  to  regard 
as  emblems   of    some   supreme  being  or 
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power.  Worshippers  of  fire,  water,  the 
sun,  the  moon  multiplied  as  ignorance 
took  the  place  of  knowledge  or  faith 
respecting  God. 

No  mortal  can  comprehend  God  in  His 
perfections  and  power :  but  remember  that 
He  has  called  us  His  children,  and  invites 
us  to  address  Him  by  the  name  of  Father. 
In  the  more  solemn  moments  of  life  even 
the  atheist  feels  a  yearning  of  the  soul 
toward  the  Father  who  gave  him  mortal 


life.  The  atheism  of  to-day  is  but  a  species 
of  idolatry  after  all.  (See  Articles  of 
Faith,  page  47.) 

We  reverently  acknowledge  and  fear- 
lessly acclaim  the  True  and  Living  God, 
the  Father  of  the  spirits  of  mankind,  the 
God  of  the  ancient  patriarchs  and  pro- 
phets, of  Abraham,  Isaac  and  Jacob,  the 
God  of  Israel,  of  the  world,  and  of  all 
creation ! 

Verily,  God  is! 


THE    SEVEN    PRESIDENTS   OF    THE    CHURCH    OF    JESUS 
CHRIST     OF      LATTER-DAY      SAINTS. 

By  Dr.  James  E.  Talmage. 


Foreword. 

On  the  6th  day  of  the  coming  April 
the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter- 
day  Saints  will  celebrate  the  first  cen- 
tenary of  its  establishment  as  a 
body-corporate — an  organization  having 
name  and  place  among  the  religious 
denominations  of  mankind.  Its  name, 
however,  indicates  that  it  professes  to 
be  more  than  the  mere  addition  of  one 
to  the  numerous  churches  of  the  day. 
At  the  time  of  its  birth,  in  1830,  there 
existed  many  churches  named  after 
men,  others  designed  to  express  some 
distinguishing  feature  in  plan  of  or- 
ganization, order  of  administration,  or 
prominent  points  of  doctrine;  but 
nowhere  on  earth  was  to  be  found  a 
church  bearing  as  an  official  title  "  The 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ." 

Nor  could  there  have  been  if  the 
name  were  to  be  anything  other  than 
a  convenient  though  empty  appellation ; 
for  the  universal  apostasy  from  the 
Church  founded  by  the  Lord  Christ  in 
the  meridian  of  time  had  intervened, 
and  for  many  centuries  had  beclouded 
the  minds  and  souls  of  men,  even  as 
holy  prophets  had  foretold.  In  this 
murky  and  fetid  atmosphere  the  weeds 
of  superstition,  unbelief  and  human 
dogma,   flourished   as   a   dank  tropical 


jungle,  while  belief  in  revealed  truth 
survived  only  as  a  wilted  growth  amidst 
the  general  insalubrity. 


The  great  "  falling  away "  as  it  was 
styled  in  prophetic  and  scriptural  phrase, 
is  admitted  and  openly  avowed  by  theolo- 
gians of  ability,  and — by  what  is  more 
conclusive — -it  is  declared  in  undeniable 
certainty  by  the  history  of  Christendom 
in  the  broadest  usage  of  the  term.  A  single 
illustration  may  suffice. 

The  Church  of  England  in  her  frHomily 
Against  Peril  of  Idolatry"  affirmed  as 
early  as  the  middle  of  the  16th  century, 
and  still  maintains,  as  follows :  "  So  that 
laity  and  clergy,  learned  and  unlearned, 
all  ages,  sects,  and  degrees  of  men,  wo- 
men and  children  of  whole  Christendom 
— an  horrible  and  most  dreadful  thing 
to  think — have  been  at  once  drowned  in 
abominable  idolatry;  of  all  other  vices 
most  detested  by  God,  and  most  damnable 
to  man;  and  that  by  the  space  of  eight 
hundred  years  and  more." 

Thus  is  officially  proclaimed  the  out- 
standing fact  that  the  whole  religious 
world  had  been  utterly  apostate  for  eight 
centuries  or  more  prior  to  the  establish- 
ment of  the  Church  of  England,  which  is 
regarded  as  the  Mother  Church  of  Pro- 
testant denominations. 
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Restoration  Necessary. 

Divine  authority  to  administer  in  the 
prescribed  ordinances  of  the  Gospel  of 
Jesus  Christ  having  thus  been  forfeited, 
lost,  and  literally  taken  from  the  earth, 
no  "  Church  of  Jesus  Christ "  could  pos- 
sibly have  existed  upon  the  earth  during 
that  long  period  of  idolatry,  as  set  forth 
in  the  Homily  quoted  above;  and  no 
organization  formed  on  the  initiative  of 
man — church,  sect,  cult,  or  denomination 
of  any  sort  whatsoever,  could  arrogate  to 
itself  the  name  of  the  Saviour  and  Re- 
deemer of  mankind  without  committing 
sacrilege  approaching  blasphemy.  The 
actuality  of  the  great  "  falling  away  "  or 
general  apostasy  made  a  Restoration 
necessary,  indispensable  indeed,  if  man- 
kind should  ever  learn  anew  of  God,  and 
again  be  made  recipients  of  the  blessings 
pertaining  to  the  everlasting  Gospel. 

In  all  His  earlier  dealings  with  man- 
kind, in  every  distinct  period  of  authorized 
administration,  Jehovah  has  revealed 
Himself  through  prophets  of  His  own 
choosing,  and  the  inauguration  of  every 
distinct  period  or  dispensation  has  been 
effected  through  divine  revealment  to 
some  one  man,  through  whom  and  his 
duly  ordained  successors  the  will  of  God 
has  been  made  known  to  the  people,  and 
holy  ordinances,  of  binding  effect  on  earth 
and  in  heaven,  have  been  directed. 

As  shall  be  shown,  "  The  Church  of 
Jesus  Christ "  has  been  restored  to  earth, 
re-established  with  all  its  ancient  powers 
and  privileges,  in  the  current  age,  and 
by  the  same  means  and  methods  as  had 
obtained  from  the  beginning. 

Joseph  Smith.  \ 

On  December  23,  1805,  in  the  little  vil- 
lage of  Sharon,  Vt.,  a  man-child  was  born 
whose  name  was  divinely  destined  to  be 
known  throughout  the  world.  The  boy 
was  Joseph,  son  of  Joseph  and  Lucy 
Mack  Smith,  and  until  the  death  of  his 
father  was  called  Joseph  Smith  Jr.  Here- 
in he  will  be  known  as  Joseph  Smith. 
When  the  boy  was  about  ten  years  old 


the  family  removed  to  Manchester  Town- 
ship, New  York;  and  in  this  locality  were 
enacted  many  of  the  important  scenes  df 
the  world-drama  in  which  this  youth  was 
the  central  character  among  mortals.  As 
a  farmer's  son  he  came  to  know  hard 
work  and  had  but  few  of  the  advantages 
of  schooling.  He  was  of  serious  mind 
and  religious  bent,  as,  indeed,  were  others 
of  the  family.  The  conflicting  claims 
and  heated  contentions  among  the  sects 
and  churches  of  his  neighbourhood  caused 
him  much  concern.  Later  he  wrote  of 
this  troublous  experience,  and  these  are 
his  words: 

"  In  the  midst  of  this  war  of  words  and 
tumult  of  opinions,  I  often  said  to  myself : 
'  What  is  to  be  done  ?  Who  of  all  these 
parties  are  right;  or,  are  they  all  wrong 
together?  If  any  one  of  them  be  right, 
which  is  it,  and  how  shall  I  know  it  ? ' 

"While  I  was  labouring  under  the  ex- 
treme difficulties  caused  by  the  contests  of 
these  parties  of  religionists,  I  was  one  day 
reading  the  Epistle  of  James,  first  chapter 
and  fifth  verse,  which  reads :  '  If  any  of 
you  lack  wisdom,  let  him  ask  of  God,  that 
giveth  to  all  men  liberally,  and  upbraideth 
not ;  and  it  shall  be  given  him.' " 

The  Great  Theophany. 

He  resolved  to  put  this  divine  admoni- 
tion and  promise  to  the  test.  In  earnest- 
ness he  asked  of  God  with  a  result  that 
stands  forth  as  the  sublimest  theophany  of 
the  ages.  In  the  early  spring  of  1820,  as 
he  prayed  with  full  fervency  of  soul,  he 
was  conscious  of  a  great  light  descending 
upon  him.    He  then  made  record: 

"  When  the  light  rested  upon  me  I  saw 
two  Personages,  whose  brightness  and 
glory  defy  all  description,  standing  above 
me  in  the  air.  One  of  them  spake  unto 
me,  calling  me  by  name,  and  said,  pointing 
to  the  other—'  This  is  My  Beloved  Son. 
Hear  Him  ! '  " 

Joseph  could  not  keep  this  transcend- 
ent manifestation  a  secret  within  his  soul ; 
nor  had  he  been  instructed  so  to  do.  With 
reverence  and  firmness  he  make  known 
the  fact  that  he  had  seen  and  heard  both 
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the  Eternal  Father  and  the  Lord  Jesus 
Christ,  who  in  form  and  fact  were  like 
unto  perfect  men.  Contempt  and  de- 
rision beset  him,  and  before  long  he  was 
subjected  to  fierce  persecution,  instigated 
in  large  measure  by  the  very  ministers 
who  had  tried  to  win  him  to  their  respec- 
tive creeds.  Undaunted  and  unafraid  he 
stood  to  his  testimony  with  unwavering 
solemnity  and  earnestness. 

The  young  man  seems  to  have  been  left 
to  himself  as  in  probation;  but  about 
three  and  a  half  years  later,  specifically 
on  September  21,  1823,  he  was  visited  by 
"  a  messenger  sent  from  the  presence  of 
God,"  who  announced  himself  as  Moroni, 
the  last  of  a  long  line  of  prophets  who 
had  ministered  on  the  Western  Hemi- 
sphere. Moroni  told  Joseph  of  the  exist- 
ence of  an  ancient  record,  hidden  in  a 
hill  near  his  home.  Four  years  later  this 
record  was  delivered  into  the  hands  of 
Joseph,  and  as  he  solemnly  avers  was  by 
him  translated  through  the  gift  and 
power  of  God.  It  proved  to  be  an  account 
of  the  ancient  inhabitants  of  the  Ameri- 
can Continent,  and  is  before  the  world 
as  "The  Book  of  Mormon."  From  the 
title  of  this  book,  as  it  appeared  in  the 
original  record,  the  pseudonym  "Mormon" 
has.  been  applied  to  this  Church  and 
people. 

Priesthood  Restored. 

Other  angelic  visitations  were  to  follow. 
On  May  15,  1829,  Joseph  Smith  and  his 
scribe,  Oliver  Cowdery,  were  visited  by  a 
personage  who  announced  himself  as  John 
the  Baptist  of  old,  and  who  conferred 
upon  the  two  mortal  men,  by  the  laying- 
on  of  hands,  the  Priesthood  of  Aaron, 
which  comprises  the  gospel  of  repentance, 
and  of  baptism  by  immersion  for  the  re- 
mission of  sins,  and  the  authority  to 
administer  baptism.  Later  the  presiding 
three  of  the  apostles  whom  Christ  chose 
in  person,  Peter,  James  and  John,  con- 
ferred upon  these  two  men  the  priesthood 
and  authority  of  the  holy  apostleship. 
Thus  came  from  heaven  to  earth  power 
to  officiate  in  all  the  ordinances  of  the 
Gospel,  and  to  found  anew  "  The  Church 


of  Jesus  Christ"  upon  the  earth.  By 
later  revelation  the  expanded  title,  "  The 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day 
Saints "  was  confirmed  by  the  voice  of 
the  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

From  its  small  beginning  the  Church 
grew  with  surprising  rapidity.  Joseph 
Smith  was  its  first  president,  and  ad- 
ministered its  affairs  in  association  with 
other  officers  who  were  designated  by 
revelation  from  time  to  time,  through  the 
troublesome  years  and  scenes  of  Kirtland, 
Ohio;  Independence,  Mo.,  and  Nauvoo, 
111.,  of  which  much  has  been  written. 

He  was  veritably  a  prophet,  a  seer  and 
a  revelator  unto  the  people  of  this  dis- 
pensation. Under  his  administration,  and 
as  directed  by  revelation,  men  were  called 
and  ordained  to  all  the  offices  named  as 
features  of  the  Primitive  Church.  With 
his  brother  Hyrum,  who  was  Patriarch 
to  the  Church,  he  met  death  literally  by 
martyrdom,  in  Carthage,  111.,  June  27, 
1844.  Joseph  Smith  stands  forth  as  one 
of  the  most  remarkable  figures  of  the 
period.  During  his  lifetime  scores  of 
thousands  recognized  and  followed  him  as 
a  veritable  prophet  of  God,  and  that  num- 
ber has  increased  by  many  hundred  fold. 

The  names  that  live,  as  titles  of  dis- 
tinction, in  the  memory  of  the  race,  are 
of  men  whose  message  to  the  world  is  in 
a  manner  new,  whose  mission  is  specific 
and  distinctive.  The  man  of  whom  we 
speak  is  one  whom  men  can  neither  forget 
nor,  ignore,  try  as  they  may.  His  place 
in  history  is  secure;  whether  he  be  known 
for  good  or  for  evil,  his  work  is  recog- 
nized as  that  of  a  mission  peculiarly  his 
own. 

A  Prophet  by  Test. 

Few  indeed  are  the  historic  incidents 
in  which  so  many  questions  of  supreme 
importance  to  mankind  have  turned  upon 
this  personality  and  claims  of  an  indi- 
vidual, as  are  associated  with  the  life 
and  labours  of  Joseph  Smith.  If  his 
solemn  avowal,  maintained  throughout 
his  life  and  sealed  with  his  blood,  that 
he  had  been  personally  visited  and  in- 
structed bv  the  Eternal  Father  and  Jesus

1930   Book  of   Mormon   Missionary 
Work. 


Encouraging  reports  arrive  daily  of  the 
wonderful  progress  of  the  Great  Centen- 
nial Celebration  by  the  saints  in  The 
Saints'  Co-operative  Missionary  Work. 

"  Most  every  saint  in  Kimberley  started 
missionary  work  by  taking  a  Book  of 
Mormon  or  more  to  sell  or  give  to  a  friend, 
pursuing  the  plan  '  Every  Member  get  a 
Member  in  1930.'  Looks  like  they  will 
do  much  more.  Two  more  homes  have 
been  opened  to  the  elders  by  one  of  the 
saints'  missionary  work."  A  good  report 
for  Kimberley. 

"  Bloemfontein  starts  with  27  and  every 
member  sees  the  great  opportunity  to  make 
friends  and  investigators  through  the 
Book  of  Mormon  Missionary  Work/' 
Fine,  Bloemfontein,  keep  it  up.       "We 
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like  the  idea  of  Work  for  Everybody  and 
Everybody  Working,"  writes  Branch 
President  Spear  of  Bloemfontem. 

"  Nearly  one  hundred  Books  of  Mor- 
mon taken  by  saints  in  Johannesburg, 
many  more  want  them  to  distribute  to 
their  friends,  but  we  have  run  out  of 
books,  very  happy  you  sent  us  some  more." 
Power  to  you  in  your  good  work,  Johan- 
nesburg, it  is  wonderful. 

"  Pretoria  saints  took  twelve  Books  of 
Mormon  to  start  their  missionary  work. 
Looks  like  great  possibilities  here  for  the 
Gospel."  Good,  Pretoria.  How  many 
more  can  we  send  you?  Few  members, 
good  people. 

"  Did  not  have  enough  Books  of 
Mormon  for  saints  in  Durban.  Book 
store  nearly  out,  will  have  to  send  them 
direct  from  the  office,"  writes  Elder 
Greene.  Durban  saints  will  do  their  part 
in  the  Lord's  work  for  1930.  As  a  result 
of  some  Book  of  Mormon  Missionary 
Work,  Elder  Vern  D.  Greene  baptized 
Brother  John  Frederick  Wm.  Rolfe  on 
February  12  at  Durban. 

"  I  arrived  there  yesterday  morning," 
writes  Elder  Greene,  from  East  London, 
"  and  we  were  able  to  see  several  people, 
leaving  that  many  Books  of  Mormon." 
Several  baptisms  are  expected  in  East 
London  District  in  the  near  future  owing 
to  faithful  Book  of  Mormon  work.
